A $1,000 emergency fund is now 
available to assist Carnpus groups in 
ant rape Campaigns. This fund 
sponsored by the United Professors 
of California. California's largest 
professors union, was created in res- 
ponse to the alarming number of as- 
saults on women, nea: and on univer- 
sity Campuses 

Dr Warren Kessler, president of 
the UPC, said, ‘Rapes and violent as- 
Saults Upon women are either becom- 
ing More common on our Campuses 
or we are finally beginning to obtain 
proper reporting of the magnitude of 
the problem in any case, what we 
have witnessed at San Jose State and 
a other campuses throughout our 
nation alarms us as educators, not 
merely because these attacks are oc- 
curring on or near Cur Campuses, but 
because it drives home to us the 
violence which is perpetrated upon 
women throughout the society and 
challenges us as educators to deal 
effectively with the problem Our first 
priority, is to support rape prevention 
activities On Campuses and support

When the Board of Trustees of the California State University and Colleges 
made the difficult decision to enact the controversial Instructionally Related 
Activities Fee last month, they ieft up to student leaders and campus ad- 
ministrators the responsibility to use the fee properly 

The new fee was bitterly opposed by some students who felt it was a form of 
tuition. The fee will go for those activities related to. but not directly within 
classroom instruction. Other students felt that a referendum was necessary 
before taxing students five dollars more a semester 

Now itis up to student leaders and President Bond to ensure that the money 
is spent for students wants and needs in order to get student support for the 
fee. administrators promised to establish an adv:sory committee of half 
students and half faculty and administrators This advisory committee should 
be established as soon as possible The AS! must know which groups are 
receiving IRA monies before it can develop its own budget 

The advisory committee should begin surveying the student population 
about how they rank the importance of intercollegiate athietics, drama, debate 
marching band, cultural programs. and any other activities eligibie for funding 

Then, the committee should have public budget hearings where it 
requests in terms of educational benefit. student par-

It is apparent, that because of 
the law, the Rehabilitation Act of 1973

of federal laws

which they may not have been very 
fond of in the first place, and who tries 
to take advantage of veteran's 
benefits.

Kurasawa; mans place in nature 
A beautiful depiction of the oriental philosophy of life

Dersu Uzala, the 1976 Academy 
Award winner for the best foreign 
film, is Now playing at the Showcase 
Cinima. The movie is directed by 
Akira Kurosawa, whose contribution 
to Japanese films has made him world 
famous. The screenplay is unique 
because it's a joint effort between 
Kurasawa and Yuri Nagiin of the 
Soviet film industry 

Dersu Uzala was originally written 
by Vladimir Arseniev, a Russian Army 
captain who met a Mongolian hunter 
near the border of Russia and China 
around the turn of the century 
Arseniev's theme has been expanded 
upon by Kurasawa and it is now a 


beautiful depiction of the oriental 
philosophy of life 


The film is the story of Uzala, aman 
from another time. it depicts his life as 
a nomad hunter and how his perspec- 
tive on life grows through his 
Struggies. Uzala, played by Maxim 
Aunzuk, innocently points out how 


ind and powerless civilization is 
when confronting the magnitude ot

Followers of Kurasawa’s work see 
Dersu Uzala as a Tolstoyian parable 
secause Kurasawa was deeply 
affected as a child by Tolstoy's 
literature.

Kurasawa's struggles, his eye 
problems, and his attempted suicide 
was miraculously reflected on the 
screen when Uzala’s own sight 
became so bad that he couldn't shoot 
any more. This meant the end of 
Uzaia's way of life in the forest. His 
tear of living in darkness compelled 
him to accept Arseniev's offer to live 
with him in the city 

Expressing his love for the old 
man, Arseniev says, “My home is your 
home." uzaia hopelessly replys, “How 
could a man live in a box?" He relents 
and finds himself sitting in front of a

home. He once ran and roared to the 
forest, now all he can do its sit and 
stare at the hollow flames of the fire 
He knew that he couldn't live in the 
forest any longer because of his sight 
yet at the same time he couldn't 
breath in the little box of a house 

When Kurasawa began having 
probiems with his own sight, he knew 
that ne cou!d no longer direct films 
Thus, the end of his own life seemed 
nearer. This is apoignant metaphor of 
Kurasawa’s Own pain shown through 
the life of Uzala 

Probably the oniy warm scene in 
the film is when Arseniev and Uzala 
develop a warmly” respectful 
friendship with each other Arseniev 
finds Uzala’s wisdom unique, a wis- 
dom that was acquired through com- 
plete respect and openness to nature 
In one scene, the pair tries to cross a 
river but get Caught in the current 
Though they finally manage to es- 
cape, they realize that nature is often 
not very kind 

Though this knowledge demands 
complete respect for nature, it also 
shows man's” vulnerability 
Kurasawa's complete devotion and 
openness to film directing reflects 
this vulnerability. He lets us see the 
cycles of life in nature. The power af 
the Asian wilderness and the in- 
domitable spirit of man are linked 
together through Kurasawa’s talent 
as a humanist. 

Dersu Uzala_ contains many 
philosophical metaphors throughou' 
its 137 minutes. !t repeats itself ofter 
in the second half, but ironically this 
repetition somehow adds to the 
strength of the film. All in all, it's é 
movie worth seeing.

Cagers alone at top 


Hornets become target

They have become cliche 

Everybody is gunning for the 
number one teams the pressure is on; 
no way to go but down, etc 

It's also very true 

“Everybody does shoot for you 
when you re number one," said coach 
Elmo Slider of the CSUS basketball 
team. “There ts a lot of pressure. The 
players probably wouldn't be human 
if they didn't feel it.” 

But the pressure can't be all bad 
when itis accompanied by first - place 
status in the Far Western Conference; 
a status earned with a 53-52 win over 
UC Davis last week 

“| have to say it was one of the 
bigger wins that I've had as a coach," 
said Slider, who took over for Jack 
Meron as head coach just two games 
ago 

“Playing on the home court is 
definitely an advantage,” he con- 
tinued, “When we play Davis again in 
their new gym, their fans won't be 
able to rattle us as much as they didin 
the old gym. It was a crackerbox.” 

But, Slider adds, his team is not 
looking past the two opponents it 
must face before tackling the Aggies 
again. Included are Humboldt State 
University and CSU Chico. Humboldt 
is tied with Davis for second place in 
the FWC and is the fourth - ranked 
Division Three team in the nation 

“We haven't had any let down after 
the Davis game,” said the Hornet 
coach, “The players are going hardin 
practice and the coaches are really 
riding hard 

“We've beat Humboldt twice 
already, but we can't let up. They 
seem to think that it's their turn to 
win.” 

Slider doesn't foresee much 
trouble coming from CSU Chico in 
the other weekend game. “Chico has 
been down this season, and we reaily 
don't anticipate any problems from 
them.” 

But again he stressed, "We're not 
looking ahead.” He did atiow, 
however, that Davis is probably the 
best team of the three tied for second 
in the FWC. The Aggies, Humboidt 
and Hayward all have 4-2 conference 
records. 7 

Slider pointed out that Humboldt 
plays the type of game similar to that 
played by Davis — a game that 
revolves arouno one of the better 
guards in the conference. 

“Humboldt has a very tough guard 
named Steve Alexander. He is the 
same type player as Davis's Audwin 
Thomas. We will try to keep Alex- 
ander away from the ball as much as 
possible, much like we did with 
Thomas.” 

“Humboidt uses different offensive 
sets,” added Slider, “and we'll use a 
man - to - man defense against all of 
them.” 





Competing in the event will be 


qualified swimmers from Davis. 
Chico, Hayward, Humboldt. Sac- 
ramento, and San Francisco Regular 


season competition consisted of a 
series of dual meets and aconference 
relay meet all leading to the cham- 
pionships 

The Hornet team piaced second in 
the November relay competition with 


Teddy Borum flies toward two points against Davis. 


Slider said the man - to - mantakes 
advantage of the quickness the 
Hornets possess. He also pointed out 
that defense may be his team's strong 
point. “I'm a defensive coach by 
nature. When | was assistant coach, | 
was the defensive coordinator. Now 
that I'm head coach there might be a 
slight change in the team’s styie, 
maybe a little more defensive em- 
phasis.” 

Then he laughed, “Maybe they just 
listen to me more now.” 

He was serious, however, when he 
referred to a quote in the Sacramento 
Bee from another coach in the FWC 
who said he thought CSUS was too 
inconsistent to win the cham- 


pionship. 


The quote notwithstanding, Slider 
seems confident of his team’s 
chances. “Nate (Robinson) and 
Byron (Williams) are doing great jobs, 
but it has been an overall team effort. 
Jim Donovan has been very strong on 
the boards and brings a lot of 
intelligence to the court. Andrew 
McDuffie can be a big factor because 
of his size (at six - foot, nine inches he 
is the biggest player on the team), but 
he must assert himself more on 
offense.” 


CORRECTION Glen Sim-

Extensive campus 
handicap service

Brailiewriters, van service, hous- 
iNg assistance and job placement are 
among the heipfu! programs offered 
to disabled students at CSUS. These 
programs and activities revolve 
around their nucleus — the Han- 
dicapped Student Service Center 
This center serves the disabled 
Students and also extends its services 
to the community 

Though it is not unusual for a 
university to have a handicapped 
center, CSUS offers a more extensive 
program than some The programs 
and special instruments or ‘toys’ are 
quite useful and very popular with the 
disabied 

Among the devices, two different 
kinds of telephone are 'n operation at 
the center One telephone operates 
much likea typewriter. The cailersim- 
ply types his message into the 
machine. There the message is 
written out on a smali screen The 
receiver of the call can then read the 
message and type his reply Another 
phone has a special clamp that holds 
the receiver and an easy dialing 
system for the use of persons without 
arms 

Other special - use devices include 
those for the visually impaired a talk- 
ing calculator, a widely used 
Braillewriter, similar to a typewriter 
and a Porta Reader The Porta Reader 
looks much like a TV. It projects a 
magnified image of a page on its 
screen in different forms The pro- 
jected image may be varied a 
negative effect, mirror or upside - 
down image are all possibilities. A 
iarger version of this machine is 
available in the library 

Many other services are offered to 
those with disabilities Personal 
counseling to help communication 
difficulties is at the convenience of 
both students and teachers The 
center provides a refreshment room 
where coffee is served and pres- 
scriptions can be refrigerated 
Academic and vocational placement 
testing and counseling are also 
avaliable 

The program's transportation ser- 
vice is the responsibility of Darlys 
Topp, administrative assistant. The 
Handicapped Center offers two types 
of transportation — van service for 
travel to and from school, and golf 
carts for class to class transport. The 
orange golf - cart service is not only 
available to disabled persons, but 
aiso to those with temporary in- 
firmities which cause difficulty in 
walking to classes. The van service 
also provides some transportation to 
medical appointments and com- 
munity meetings 

The most recent project of the 
Handicapped Center is a housing 
survey and barrier removal project, 
Originated and supervised by Tapp 
This project has been underway fora 
year and is about half completed. The 
aim of the extensive survey is to ex- 
amine apartment houses to deter- 
mine if they are good housing for the 
disabled — whether the apartment's 
main furnishings and facilities are 
accessible the right size and height, 


barrier-free allowing for the 
unobstructed movement of a disabled 
person. This information is kept on 
file for students who require such a 
service 

Topp was among those who 
formed the Handicapped Student As- 
sociation. The association operated a 
voluntary service for several years un- 
til the Handicapped Center was of- 
ficially opened in 1974 Theciub. now 
called Advocates for Persons with 
Disabilities, organizes and coor- 
dinates programs in connection with 
the Center

East is zone eight 

After selecting the appropriate 
zone, students then fill out the 
available form. The form, about the 
size of an index card, should be com- 
pleted with name, destination, date of 
departure and phone number 

Then, the form should be placed 
on a hook labeled with the designated 
zone number. The eleven California 
hooks and eight U.S. hooks are ad- 
jacent to the maps

could give the university higher caliber persons, according to Pretzer 
The general theory behind the expenditures, he said, is that the university 
pays moving expenses of key individuals who would not come to CSUS unless 


moving expenses were paid. 


Prior to 1973, Pretzer said, the money was prorated to the faculty, which 
means the money was divided among ali new faculty who were given a set 
percentage of their moving expenses. The decision to discontinue payments to 
the facuity was made “in the best interest of the university,” Pretzer said. 

Explaining why some $12,000 of the fund was used for balancing the univer- 
sity budget and meeting salary savings deficits, instead of faculty moving ex- 
penses, University Controller Joe Surra said the administration had to take it 
out of the Faculty Recruitment Fund. If they had not taken it from that fund, he 
said, “we would have had to take it out of some other account.” 


Vice President for Administration and Business Affairs, Ron Wright said he 


and James Archer, vice president for academic affairs, are working on new 


policies for the fund wnicn may ve compiéted by June. He said he and Archer 
are currently tracking the history of the fund, and conducting a survey by cali- 
ing other campuses to see how the fund is used statewide. 


Questions about ‘ne fund's use were first raised by the Faculty Senate Fiscal 
Affairs Committee in the Spring, 1977. cast fall, Committee member Bob Met- 
calf requested a detailed account of the expenditures. Metcalf said he feels the 
administration is not using the fund appropriately. “It is an unwise decision of 
the local campus to pay the moving expenses of administrators when the 
Trustees specifically created that fund for the recruitment of faculty.” 

Metcalf said he hopes the fund will once again be used for faculty members. 
If the policies are not changed, the issue will be a topic during one of the up- 


coming Faculty Senate meetings. 


“Now that the date has been 
sabotaged we couidn't have the elec- 
tion until Feb. 22 or 23. 

The election, which was scheduled 
for Feb. 16 and 17, would have to be 
put off another week to allow time for 
candidate filing. Senators questioned 
the expense of holding a special elec- 
tion only three school weeks before 
the general election scheduled for 
March 27. 

The ASI Constitution requires a 
special election within 30. days of a 


Senate vacancy. Since the three seats 
have been open since Nov. 29, the 
deadline is already past. “In delaying 
any further,” said Blair, “we would be 
acting illegaliy.” 

In other business, the Senate 
allocated $200 to KEG Radio for 
equipment maintenance. It was also 
announced that two students are 
needed to serve on the Athletics 
Commission and two to serve on the 
University Budget Planning Com- 
mittee. 


Basic communication course 


Students coming from isolated 
rural backgrounds and homes where 
English is not the primary language 
can build their basic communication 
skills in a new course offered for Spr- 
ing ‘78. The course is S.W. 96, The 
instructor,Jeanne Benvenuti, has 
designed the course to meet the 
special needs of students eligible to 
participate in a Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare grant funded 
special services program for ex - 
offenders, students from migrant or 
farm worker families, and students 
with limited English speaking ability. 
Participants must be citizens of the 
United States, or in the U.S. for other 
than a temporary purpose and be or 
intend to become permanent 
residents. 

Emphasis will be piaced on the 
development of such adademic skills 


as oral communication, listening and 
comprehension, study (inciuding 
how to take exams) and vocabulary. 
Films, speakars and lectures will be 
used to introduce students to the 
general aims and key terms of the 
various disciplines on campus. 
Students with particular problems in 
other courses will receive special 
tutoring. 

In addition, Project Excelsio: 
provides a wide range of support ser- 
vices and academic assistance.
